MI* P rivate Mtndy K ept a* Me Left 
It-T rop h!ea and R elic*. 
Monroe (MTcb.) Correspondence of the New 
York Herald. 
To this quiet looking little place special 
interest attaches as the former homeof the 
gallant but ill-fated Ouster, where now re* 
side his venerable parent* and only slater, 
who was widowed by the same terrible 
tragedy at the Little Big Horn which ex­ 
tinguished the light in many a bright 
home on that terrible June day in 187G. 
Here the visitor may find reproduced with 
the most minute fidelity of detail the Gen­ 
eral’s study or private office exactly aa it 
appeared at h is. headquarters at Fort 
Abraham Lincoln When he left it for the 
last time to engage in the fatal expedition. 
It is a peculiar and interesting room, strik­ 
ingly characteristic of him who once took 
delight in gratifying his inclination for 
literary pursuits. It is filled with relics 
and mementoes of the events which have 
made his name famous. At the end ot the 
room, opposite the entrance from the hall, 
is the desk or secretary of the General, 
with paper, pens, inkstands and other ac­ 
cessories just as they were last used aud as 
they might have been dropped but aa 
hour before by the hand now stilled for­ 
ever. Upon the top of the desk are bric-a 
jric, vases, one or two statuettes anda num­ 
ber of books. Among tho latter are “De­ 
cisive Battles ol the War,” “Personal Rem­ 
iniscences of Lee,” “Operations of War,’* 
Memoirs of General Scott,” “Personal and 
lilitary History of Kearney,” “Birds of 
the Northwest,” by Cones, and those are 
interspersed with volumes of poems by 
favorite 
authors—Longtellow, 
Bryant, 
Tennyson, etc. Above the desk and secured 
to tho wall is a fine pair of stag’s horns, 
and between the antlers 19 perched a white 
owl, a very line specimen. Flanking these 
on either side are photographs of aa Im­ 
mense elk and a huge grizzly, both trophies 
of the chase killed by tho General a year 
before his death. At the right of the desk 
is suspended a large portrait of Lawrence 
Barret, the tragedian, and one of Custer’s 
warmest triends and admirers. Over this 
is a head of a black-tailed deer ; a little 
further along on the wall is the head of a 
bison, very perfect and lifelike. Upon the 
waP, beneath the bison's head, Is a picture 
of tho meeting between Grant and Lee, 
atter the surrender at Appomattox, April 
9 ,18G5. It is a copy ot a painting by aa 
artist whose name I have forgotten. On 
the wall opposite is the head of a cinnamon 
bear, and on both aides of this arc stuffed 
birds of ail kinds.fouud on the plains(which 
were taken by Custer in his hunting expe­ 
ditions. In one corner ot the room is a 
stand of arms, containing military and 
sporting 
rifles, shot-guns, muzzle 
and 
breech-loaders, and two or three pairs of 
revolvers, one of which is very elaborate, 
with pearl handles and gold mountings. 
His headquarter’ flags, with captured 
colors aud other trophies, hang upon the 
walls, while the floor is strewn with rare 
and sumptuous peltries of the valuable 
furbeariug animals, making an interior 
which would delight an artist and which 
has few counterpart?. 
Perhaps .the most 
Interesting article in the room, or the one 
with the most interesting associations, i9 
one which I have omitted to mention, it 
is a little oval table, and no other than 
upon which was signed the articles of 
capitulation between Lee and Grunt hi 
Appomattox Court House. 
This most 
interesting historical relic was presented 
by General Sheridan to Mrs. Custer shortly 
after the surrender of Lee, accompanied 
by a very appropriate note, iu which tho 
genuineness of the piece of furniture was 
fully authenticated. 
It is an ordinary looking article in itself, 
such as might be found in any rural cot­ 
tage, with an oval top ab jut thirty inches 
in length and twenty in width. 
The ma­ 
terial ?s pine, 8* lined to resemble walnut. 
The drawer has been removed and depos­ 
ited in a place of great s safety, so that it 
Are should d' itroy the house and table, a 
portion at lerst of this highly prized me­ 
mento oi the great event of the war should 
be preserved.
